Guest Kditorial 


PREPARING FOR 
ASIATIC 'FLU 


Medical authorities are almost 
unanimous in predicting that an 
outbreak of Asiatic ‘flu will strike 
in Canada this coming winter, De 
cember to February is the favored 
time, according to the best avail- 
able information. 

There's no point in getting into a 
flap about the imminence of — the 
‘flu, of course, but it would be just 
as foolish to dismiss it too casually 
either. Observation has shown 
that Asiatic ‘flu is no more danger- 
ous than the home-grown types of! 
‘flu that appear in this country al- 
most every Winter. There are the 
usual symptoms of chills and fever 
sOre throat and cough, headaches 
and muscular soreness. The _ is- 
ease lasts four or five days and 
there seem to be no serious after- 
effects, 

What could cause considerabk 
difficulty would not be the severity 
of the disease ‘except for persons 
already ill and for whom any dis- 
ease is serious) but the incidence 
of it. It wouldn't be a serious mat- 
ter if, in any one office or factory. 
just one or two people came down 
|; with the ‘flu at the sfime time. But 
if Asiatic ‘flu. strikes heavily at 
large numbers of people at the 


same time jt could result in seri- 


ous economic dislocations. Simi- 
larly in the family unit, if one 
member of the family at a time 
Were to he sick it would be easy to 
cope with. If all members cam 
down with the disease at once, it 
could lead to a very serious situa- 
tion. 

Laboratories are working hard to 
produce vaccines for the Asiatic 
‘flu but indications are that ther 
won't be too much of it availabk 
when the ‘flu arrives, if it comes on 
schedule. Plans call for the vac- 
cine to be administered first to 
doctors and nurses, public health 
Officials and persons responsible 
for maintaining essential services 
This is as it should be. of course 
as it would be foolish to head into 
a ‘flu epidemic without being reas- 
onably sure these people were go- 
ing to be on the job. 

The best advice we can get on 
what the ordinary citizen should 
do to prepare for a ‘flu epidemic is 
this: First, remember that while 
Asiatic ‘flu could strike hard and 
cause considerable  inconvenienc: 
and discomfort, medical men are 
sure that the disease is not toc 
dangerous; and the best way to 
fight almost any disease of this 
type is to prepare for it by keeping 
healthy, 

Parents particularly should be 
more than ordinarily careful to see 
that children get plenty of rest and | 
a good diet. Just as in the case of 
any other ‘flu or common cold out- 
breaks, the people who are gener- 
ally hardest hit and take longest to 
get back on their feet, are the ones 
who have allowed themselves to 
become over-tired and run-down

YOUR DISTRICT 
HOME ECONOMIST 
WRITES 


By HELEN HOWARD 


Hello Again, Homemakers:- 

Are all your jelly jars filled by 
now? I hope there are a few empty 
ones saved.for some Spiced Crab- 
apple Jelly. 4 lbs, approx. 2 quarts) 
crabapples, water to cover, lemon 
juice, cinnamon, sugar. Wash and 
quarter crabapples. Add water to 
cover and cook covered half hour. 
Mash and stir fruit occasionally. 
Strain through a jelly bag and 
measure strained juice. Add one 
tablespoon lemon juice and 1/16 
teaspoon cinnamon to each cup of 
juice. Bring to the boil. Add warm 
sugar ‘2/3 cup to each cup of 
juice). Stir until sugar is dis- 
solved then boil rapidly until the 
jelly stage is reached. 

The Jelly Test:- The jelly stage 
can be tested by dipping a metal 
spoon full of syrup and allowing 
line syrup to run off the side of 
the spoon. When the drops of 
| syrup flow or “sheet” together and 
flow off as one drop, the jelly 
stage has been reached. 
| Let's Have A Jam_ Session:- 
‘Rhubarb is a very inexpensive and

cups rhubarb ‘cut in half inch 
pieces), 2 cups chopped pineapple 
‘cut in half cubes), 4 cups sugar. 

Combine rhubarb and pineapple. 
Place over low heat and ook un- 
til juice begins to form. Boil un- 
covered for 15 minutes, stirring to 
prevent sticking. Add sugar and 
boil again for about 25 minutes. 
Pour into hot sterilized jars, cool 
Slightly and seal. Yield, 5'2 cups. 

The Jam Test:- To test whether 
jam is right consistency, remove 
from heat, and place a teaspoon of 
jam on a cold saucer. Cool quick- 
ly. If it does not set to proper 
thickness, cook a few minutes 
longer 

Gooseberry and Raspberry Jam:- 
One quart raspberries, two quarts 
gooseberries, six cups sugar. Wash 
wooseberries, remove stems and 
blossom = ends. Wash raspberries 
and crush. Add gooseberries and 
sugar. Cook, stirring until jam is 
thick (25-30 minutes).

Now that you have likely finished 
using your weed sprayer for this 
year you will be putting it in stor- 
age for the winter. There are cer- 
tain things that should be done to 
this equipment now to ensure that 
it will be in good working order 
when you need it next year. 

1. Thoroughly drain and flush 
the tank and booms and allow to 
drain. 

2. Remove the nozzles anu wash 
and then store them in light oil. 

3. Clean and reassemble filters. 

4. Store tires and rubber hoses 
in a cool dark place. 

5. Make sure the pump has been 
completely emptied of all water. 

I have known of several in- 
stances this past summer where 
pumps thought to be in working 
order from the previous season 
were completely inoperable simply 
because they hadn't been properly | 
drained, had frozen up and been 
sprung out of alignment so badly 
that they wouldn’t work without 
an overhaul. 

This is ismportant, be sure that 
your pump is completely dmmined 
of all water and save grief next 
spring. Much time and expense 
can be avoided if these few precau- 
tions are taken before laying this 
equipment away for the winter.

Pickled fruits add spice to your 
meals. This year try making 
Sweet Pickled Pears, Peaches or 
Crabapples. Peel and quarter firm 
fruit ‘(crabapples should be left 
whole).

brown sugar, 3 cups vinegar, 2 oz. 
whole cloves, 1 cup water, 2. oz. 
whole cinnamon sticks. Tie spices 
in bag and add vinegar, sugar and 
water. Bring to quick boil. and 
boil steadily for five minutes. Drop 
the fruit in, a small quantity at a 
time and cook gently until tender, 
but not soft or broken. Remove to 
clean, hot, sterilized jars and seal.
